“Critics may claim that the 
bilingual components of the 
November 1980， General Elec- 
tion accounted for 8% of the total 
cost of that election. Greater 
scrutiny js- needed to demonstrate 
that the bilingual costs inccurred 
are Teasonable，Of the $72,203 
spent on the bilingual components 
in the November general election，

“The cost to print and distribute 
the ljanguage minority ballot pam- 
phlet is comparable to the cost for

It is unfair for critics to 
lambast the cost of bilingual 
elections without carefully exam- 
ining the basic costs invoelved- in 
conducting English elections. For 
example, in SF alone, over 50,000 
English。 ballot pamphlets are 
returned to_ the Office of the 
Registrar of Voters every election 
because the registered voter did 
not vote, move, or failed to notify 
officials of a change in residence， 
The costs to print and mail and 
receive back these unused English 
ballot pamphlets，to check the 
voter rolls, and to send a postcard 
Verification (totaled $58,200)..: 

Clearly，SF spends more for 
English ballot pamphlets sent to 
non-voters per election than for 
bilingual pamphlets，$58,200 vs. 
$49,552. 

“There is no doubt that the 
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Bilingual Ballots Are a 
Basic Need, Not a LuUXUury 


The ongoing hearings in the House of Representatives 
concerning the Voting Rights Act have included criticism 
of the language minority provisions. Many, including Some 
local politicians，have attacked the bilingual voting Te- 


.quirements bacause of their alleged costs and because they 


feel such requirements discouirage new citizens from 
learning English. Senator S.I. Hayakawa has even proposed 
a_ Constitutional amenament which would make English 
the official language of the US. 

No one would argue that citizens should learn English， 
not even the new citizens themselves. However, it ls ne- 
cessary to look at the reality of :the Situation before 
letting emotions Override Teason . 

There 1 a deep desire among neW 人 to learn 
English--as demonstrated by the long waiting lists in China- 
town for English classes. But given the limited class capa- 
cities and the long working hours of many new immi- 
grants,， gaining full proficiency in English maybe a lengthy 
process.， Moreover，the terminology used in voting Ima- 
terials is _ often complicated and beyond a “working 
Understanding” of the language. 

Most .of these new citizens are model citizens who 
appreciate the freedoms guaranteed in the US Constitution 
and want to participate in the democratic process that is a 
vital aspect of their new home. 

The right to vote is a precious right, and should not be 
denied to a person who is in every way a model citizen 
except for the inability to understand the complex and 
often conifusing Voting materials. The cost for such ma- 
terials is Tiot unreasonable, compared to the general cost of 
yoting materials in general, and should not be a deterrenit 
to providing citizens the right to vote. 

Certainly，citizens should speak English and money 
should be allocated for better and more English instruc- 
tion. But，given the realities of this_ situation，bilingual 
voting materials are necessary, and should not be eliminat: 
ed. 


The Vatican's Overture 


When Pope John Paul IL made -his dramatic appeal 
February of this year，many people all over the world 
were hopeful for a reconciliation between China and the 
Vatican. Two weeks ago, when the Vatican announced the 
appointment of Monsignor Dominic Yiming Iang to be the 
archbishop of Guangdong，we. thought the two sides had 
reached an agreement: In fact, 让 the Vatican did make 
peace with Beijing while maintaining ties With Taipei， 
it would indeed be a diplomatic breakthrough. 

Soon the situation was clarified when China Tejected 
Vatican's appointment，saying that the Monsignor Went 
to _ Rome without Chinese approval. The statement from 
Beijing reiterated efforts to keep China's Catholic Church 
independent. 

The question now remains- why would the Pope,who 
hails from Poland and is experienced with dealing with 
aCommunist government, appoint an archbishop without 
consulting the Chinese government and the church leader- 
Ship there'7 

We have no doubt the Pope is sincere in making an 
overture to bridge the chasm. We are also certain that the 
Chinese are trying to _ correct past mistakes and to allow 
churches to :rebuild. The churches of China have gone 
through many stormy years，and they should not be 
subjected to _ another controversy. We feel that the 
Vatican should keep_ this” in mind during discussions of 
nonmalization of relations between the two sides，

Chinatown churches in a very dra- 
matic，and _ largely detrimental 
Way-.

Churches on the fringe of the

Collectively，these churches， 
through their worship services and 
educational programs，minister to 
literally thousands 9f people every 
Sunday morning,，including a large 
number of children and senior citi-

reasonable access to their churches 
or they would be either discour- 
aged from participating，or not be 
able to participate :at all. 

Present parking regulations，of 
many years standing，allow rela- 
tively easy access to churches on 
Sunday morning in all parts of the 
city.、 If your recommendation is 
made and approved，Chinatown 
churches will be-:the only ones in 


the city where parking required for

will become，overnight; non-exis- 
tent. If this should happen，the 
consequences for the work of the 
churches would be very far reach- 
ing. If the ministries of the 
churches are compromised in any 
way,it will just be a matter of time 
betftore the services they render 一 
all the more Important now be- 
cause of the large immigrant poOpu-= 
lation 一 will _ correspondingly di- 
minish, to the detriment of all. 
(Although the Easti/West article 
indicates that color zones other 
than red would be _ available to

of such zones could not begin to 
meaningfully address this con- 
cern.) 

Chinatown is not strictly com- 
parable to Fisherman's Wharf， 
which is primarily a commercial 
and tourist area. The enforcement 
of parking meters there may find 
Some :grounds for justification. 
While it is true that Chinatowniis a 
commercial area, it is also equally 
a residential，social，and religious 
center for Chinese people. In any 
Just and equlitable solution;，the 


needs of all must be taken into 


consideration. 
FAIR 

We further believesthat the en- 
forcement of parking meters on 
Sunday does not address directly 
the problem of tra 任 c congestion， 
Since enforcing parking meters 
does not enlarge the total number 
of parking Spaces available. On 
the contrary，we believe that it is 
highly likely that the increased 
number of cars moving in and out 
of parking spaces will contribute a 
great deal to keeping trafhc from 
moving, thus adding to the conges- 
tion on Sundays， rather than alle- 
viating it. 

If the problem is to _ keep traffic 
moving，uniformed officers direct- 
ing _ traffic at Strategic _ locations 
(Such as is done in the downtown

The Hancock School is better 
suited for adult students than for 
children，he said. To get into the 
School children must now cross a 
bridqge that goes over the lower- 
level playground，and they could 
easily get hurt, he noted.

closed more than three years ago, 

Under last week's resolution the 
old Cooper school building would 
be completely demolished and a 
new one built, at an estimated cost 
of $4 million. 

Part of the funds for the new 
school building will come from 
leasing Hancock to the commun- 
ity college district and the 
remainder will be financed by the 
state. Federal funds have “nothing 
to do”with rebuiilding the school， 
Tom Saidq，and therefore the reso- 
lution will not be affected_ by 
Proposed federal budget cuts， 

Eunding is not a key element in 
the Community College District's 
decision to_ accept or reject the 
lease，according to Lee. “Funds 
Were earmarked”for establishing 
a_Chinatown/North Beach site 
sinced it was declared a Com- 
munity College District Priority-.

Among the criticisms levelled at 
bilingual ballots are claims that 
such ballots discourage language 
minority citizens from learning 
English，Others say that these 
citizens do not want to _ learn 
English，and feel stricter English 
ITequirements should be mandated 
for citizenship. Der responded to 
these attacks by explaining some 
of the historical and economic

“Not until 1943 were Chinese 
persons ”permitted to become 
naturalized citizens of our 
country， This historic Prohibition 
against citizenship ”by Chinese 
Americans has had a devastating 
impact on many of today's elderly 
citizens who were denied equal 
educational， and socio-economic 
opportunities _ during their 
younger days. ..- 

“At least 20% of the Chinese 
American adult， Population is 
employed either as seamistresses， 
janitors， maids，waiters，btisboys， 
or unskilled .workers， These 
persons know only too well that, 让 
they ”possessed ，greater “English 
language skilljs，they would be 
able to attain better-paying 
employment opportunities :and 
gain greater' social mobility in our 
SOCiety: 

"In spite of their long working 
hours，many of these Chinese 
adults are motivated to learn 
English. One out “of every four 
students (25%) enrolled in adult 
classes atiSF -Community College 
District today is Ghinese， 了 Prac- 
tically all of these Chinese adult 
students are enrolled in -English 
]anguage classes， The percentage 
of Chinese _ adult students far 
exceeds the 15 对 5 “Chinese Tepre= 
sentation in the total city 
population,，JDer explained. 

PARTICIPANTS 

“Chinese Americans can hardly 
be charaeterized as not wanting to 
learn English.， While CAA has 
been  a strong advocate for 
bilingual elections，we have also 
encouraged all limited， non- 
English Chinese speakers to learn 
English and to become active par- 
ticipants in the democratic Pro- 
cess. . . 

By virtue of their long time 
residence ip America， many 
Chinese adults have become 
citizens Under this provision of the 
law.

“There is no reason to penalize 
language minority citizens from 
voting ， because .they do not 
comprehend the English used on a 
typical .ballot and ballot 
pamphlet. In addition to the assis- 
tance of the translation of all 
official elections materials，there 
exists ,a dozen daily OF weekly 
Chinese language _ community 
newspapers which play an impor- 
tant role in informing and edu- 
cating the public about political 
candidates, their standqs on differ- 
ent issues，and political Proposi- 
tions-.. In addition to these 
newspapers，there are numerous 
Chinese language radio programs 
dealing with _ current events and 
political issues in our society.… . 

“No one will argue that it takes 
some eftort to _ enfranchise lan- 
guage minority citizens who have 
been excluded from the demo- 
cratic process and to develop and 
implement effective bilingual 
elections. But，the task is not so 
monumental that it is impossible， 
If local election officials work 
good faith :and try to solicit the 
cooperation of affected language 
minority communities， tre- 
mendous DrOgress can be achieved 
to make language :minority 
citizens equal participants in the 
electoral process and our society,” 
Der testified

The Western orchestra，with its 
long history, is no longer identifed 
with any specific_ culture and is 
used to perform mnusic from many 
different cultures，Chen noted. By 
Using Western instruments toO ex- 
press Chinese culture and feelings 
in music,Chen hopes to help bring 
the East and the West a little 
closer. 

Although expressing a_strong 
Chinese Sense of melody and feel- 
ing; the piece was written for 
Western instruments tuned to a 
conventional 7-tone Western 
scale. A_ few .diffculties are en- 
countered in transcribing the Chi- 
nese essence into Such a Western 
Structure, but it is a welcome chal- 
lenge that can be met，Chen in- 
Sisted . 

“Many people think that Chi- 
nese music has only five tones, but 
that's inaccurate. Archeologists 
Tecentiy found a set of bells over 
2,000 years old. The 65 bells have 
a Tange of over five octaves，and 
they are based on a Seven-tone 
scale,”Chen noted. “There are 
problems in writing Chinese struc- 
tured music for Western instru- 
ments, but they can be Overcome- 

EMOTIONS 

Attempting to deftine what con- 
stitutes“Chinese color”in music， 
Chen referred to Chinese person- 
ality traits and modes of self-ex- 
pression. The feeling of Chinese 
self-expression 1S very different 
位 om that of Western pieces,Chen 
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noted,， Of course，the West has 
varied forms of expression，but 
in general，Western compositions 
tend to directly and qulickly ex- 
Press emotions，as in Tchaikov- 
Sky's Rommeo anzd Julieh Chen said. 

Contrastingly，Chinese tend to 
express themselves more indirectly 
and Slowly, in a more round-about 
fashion, Chen salid. In.Chinese art， 
music and soclal intercourse, much 


is implied rather than directly ex- 


Pressed, he explained. Looking for 
a Simple analogy，Chen compared 
a Chinese person's emotions to 3 
thermos: on the outside it may 
seem very cold, but on the inside， 
it is actually hot. 

Humming several bars from his 
Liang Shan-po concerto，Chen re- 
ferred to the section in which Zhu 
tries to tell Liang of her true 
female identity. “She cant just 
come right out and Say that she is a 
woman. Instead，she says a_ little， 
and then retreats a little. It's very 
Subtle and indirect, and much is 
implied,， Chen noted. 

Chen believes deeply in the rich- 
ness of Chinese society and cul- 
ture, and hopes that more of it can 
be preserved. He deplored the 
many instances during the tumul- 
tuous Cultural Revolution when 
Priceless antiques and works of art 
were destroyed. 

MUTUAL 

Having traveled throughout the 
US Since February，Chen is favor- 
ably Impressed with the variety 
inherent in American society and 
the tolerance for_ differences. 
However，he feels that while the 
US may be rich in things“above 
ground 一 material: goods 一 it iis 
short on things below ground 一 
the basic roots of culture，strong 
social traditions, and a well-devel- 
oped sense of duty and propriety. 
China is in a totally opposite situa- 
tion，he noted. 

Chen'is mildly irked by the ten- 
dency among Americans to think 
of the latter dynasties 一 days ofthe 
Mandarins and the .Manchus 一 as 
representing ” Chinese culture. 
Chen prefers to think of the Tang 
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Chen Gang 


Dynasty as epitomizing the better， 
fner qualities of Chinese art and 
culture. 

“China may not understand all 
of the West,， but the West under- 
stands even less of China,”Chen 
sald. He hopes to see more cul- 
tural exchanges between China 
and the West as one means of de- 
veloping mutual understanding of 
greater depth. 

The tolerant, multi-favored en- 
vironment of the US is good for 
art，Chen noted. People can then 
Select which aspects to Preserve， 
and which not. In mnusic educa- 
tion，Chen is Impressed with the 
broad backgrounds and strong ini- 
tiative of American students. Chi- 
nese music Students tend to be 
more Specialized in one particular 
instrument，lacking a broad expo- 
Sure, and，while very respectful of 
their instructors，many lack the 
habit of initiating questions.“ 

SERYEE 

IThe resources and materials 
now available for music are very 
vast，Chen noted.“The more, the 
better. It all depends on how you 
use them:. As with an artist，the 
more colors you have, the better 一 
it's up to the artist how they are 
used,，he explained. 

However,， art and music should 
serve the people，and not the re- 
Verse，Chen stressed. “Sometimes

Chen has written much music 
forviolin. Most was written during 
1974-76 when，because of the Cul- 
tural Revolution，classical music 
had been forbidden. At the Same 
time;， everyone was studying vio- 
lin。 but lacked music. Asked to try 
to fl that musical vacuum，Chen 
responded and wrote， but now he 
feels he has written enough for the 
instrument. 

Concerning the music written 
during the Cultural Revolution、 
Chen believes that eventually，it 
will need to be carefully examined， 
to_ determine which is still worth- 
while, 

“You can't base all decisions on 
just one personms opinion. Good 
things perslist，bad ones will fade. 
You can't just look at today，you 
need to look at tomorrow:... The 
Cultural Revolution also should be 
examined. We may need to walt a 
while before analiyzing it，though ; 
it's still too fresh in the minds of 
many,， he said. 

Although he is uncertain of ex- 
actly what he will compose next， 
Chen- said that he hopes to trans- 
late some of his experiences in the 
Us into music as a way of intro- 
ducing the US to China. 加

Alexander M. Haig yesterday told 
the Associated Press that his 
China visit has “exceeded oOUI 
hopes.” Haig， who arrived in 
Beijing on June 14，spent four 
hours “with FEoreign Minister 
Huang Hua on Monday and met 
with Communist Party Vice-<chair- 
man Deng Xiaoping and Premier 
Zhao Ziyang yesterday. 

The Xinhua News Agency re- 
ported that Zhao has accepted an 
invitation to visit the US and that 
President Reagan was inyited to 


Visit China. No time has been set 
for the trips. 

“It's been a very，very good 
visit”Haig told Deng during the 
beginning of their session in the 
Great Hall of the People.“Ive felt 
Very welcome. TI feel my time 
has been well used,”Haig said

Although little information 
had been given concerning 也 e 
four-hour meeting with Huang， 
Deng told Haig,“I hear you had

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Kenpo Karate Champ Brian 
Fung Enjoys the Discipline 


ByTRACY HARRIS 

SAN FRANCISCO 一 Martial 
arts helped keep kenpo karate 
champion Brian Fung out of 
trouble while he was growing up 
in the city streets of SFE. Winner of 
Several hundred trophies，Fung， 
26, now tries to instill in his young 
karate students the same sense of 
self respect that martial arts has 
given him . 

“While I was growing up there 
were lots of gangs，but 工 was pre- 
occupied with training and had no 
time to associate with bad 
exponents of Imy peer group， 
There was lots of peer Pressure 
and drugs in the late 60s and 70s， 
but martial arts kept me straight. 
They gave me self-confidence and 
self-esteem，made me humble， 
and kept me out of trouble,”he 
said 

CURIOSITY 

Fung, who said he“ran around 
the streets of Chinatown”when he 
Was very young，was 10 years old 
when his father first encouraged 
him to study martial arts，after a 
gang of neighborhood toughs had 
jumped Fung and stolen his 
bicycle. 

“At firstI was forced into it, but 
then my curiosity grew， With my 


fathers help and encouragement 工 


maintained my interest,”he said 
and even after his family moved to 
the ， Richmond district， Fung 
continued to come to_Chinatown 
for kung fu lessons. 

His father， who eventually 
tracked down the stolen bicycle， 
has helped Fung finance travels to 
competitions across the US，and is 
involved in Eung's martial arts 
club in the Richmond district. 

Fung competes at least once or 
twice a month，“as often as 
possible，he said，and frequently 
brings bis students to the compe- 
titions as well，He has won first 
place in the black belt division of 
several major contests，including 


the Rocky Mountain Champion- 
Ship last March，the Acapulco 
World Invitational，and，for five 
years in a IOwW，the international 
competitition in Long Beach. 

了 Tm one of the few Chinese 
Americans who compete,”Fung 
said，adding that while many 
Asians study the martial arts，for 
Some ITeason they do not enter 
competitions frequently， 

SPIRITUAL 

Kenpo karate，in which Fung 
holdqs a 4th degree black belt, is an 
intricate style，neither defensive 
nor offensive, Kenpo means“law 
of the first, ”Fung explained，and 
the first is a “treasure in the 
pocket "that should only be usedin 
alife or death situation， 

工 冰 e the Chinese concept of yin 
and yang，kenpo movements are 
soft yet hard，and one strikes and 
avoids attack at the same time， 

“Most people in the US just 
want .the physical benefits of 
martial arts，or want to learn to 
defend themselves，but the well- 
rounded martial artist gets into 
thbe spiritual aspects as well,”he 
Said. - 

The beliefs of kenpo stem from 
Buddhism，and Fung said he is 
just beginning to learn about this 
side of the art，A follower of 
kenpo tries to see the good in 
every individual， to condemn the 
crime and not the man, and that is 
why Fung saidqd he always tries to 
talk his way out of any threaten- 
ing situation . 

“Afewtimes Tve run into street 
Situations, but Tve tried to talk my 
way out. TI do anything to avoid 
physical confrontationm. Instead I 
try to find out whats made the 
person angry， You can't defeat 
force with force，but only with 
understanding,” he said,， A 
martial artist must be humble，he 
added，and should not show off 
his ability or boast about his 


knowledge of martiajl arts. 

The study of martial arts also 
requires discipline， Fung Pprac- 
ticed an hour a day as a boy, and 
now his daily _ training lasts a 
minimum of three hours，This 
includes stretching， weight- 
training，sparring and reviewing 
Katas，or martial arts forms，His 
daily routine also includes medita- 


tion， 
EFFORTLESS 

“You mustlearn to develop your 
power internally so 让 looks 
eftortless to perform feats with a 
great deal of strength，clear focus 
and speed,”he said. In addition 
Fung does not smoke，drink or 
take drugs， even ,aspirin. He 
avoids white sugar and white 
flour, and watches his diet. 

“This may seem like a lot of 
denial to some people, but it's all 
thingsIdontneed，he said. 

“Because he trains on a regular 
basis，Fung said he does not have 
to change his regimen to prepare 
for a competition . 

Eung competes in all three types 
of karate contests 一 Kata，Kuz7zaite 
(free sparring) and weapons Kata. 
In kate competition the athletes 
are judged on a 1-10 scale, similar 
to floor exercises in gymmnastics, by 
a panel of five judges,， Martial 
artists of all 
compete against one another and 
are judged on balance，focus; 
power and continuity of the Ka 如 ， 

In Kuymite, two contestants fight 
with their hands_ and feet in a 
ring for a two-minute match. 
They wear gloves on their hands 
and pads on their feet，and are 
Scored similar'to boxing. 

The largest competition Fung 
ever participated in，and again . 
took first place in the black belt 
division，was the World Cham- 
pionship last August before a near-: 
capacity crowd in the Oakland 
Coliseum., He described the event:
